New Sugar Bill Has 
38 Pet. Increase To 
Mainland Section 


The’ Senate completed congres- 
sional action on the new sugar 
measure. with a 54-12 vote after 
long debate. 

Hardly had the votes been tal- 
lied before Democratic leader Mike 
Mansfield moved to alter it by pro- 
viding an additional allotment of 
premium-price sugar for Western 
Hemisphere nations which felt 
they were being short-cbanged. He 
proposed to achieve that through 
an amendment -to a minor bill al- 
|ready passed by the house. 

The new legislation will increase 
the mainland cane quota from 
some: 715,000 tons to 895,000 tons, 
or about 37.8 per cent. It also pro- 
vides for an annual increase of 
about 26,000 tons for the next 414 
years. 

Florida will get a good зһаге`оѓ 
this increased quota because of its 
tremendous expansion during the 
past year. Florida sugar, cane 
plantings have jumped from some 
65,000 acres in 1961 to nearly 140,- 
000 acres this year. 

"This is an industry which is 
pouring more than $100 million 
into our state in new capital out- 
lay, and will increase our payroll 
by $10 million," said Conner. 


Pahokee Firemen 
Get New Truck 


Pahokee Fire Department has 
stepped. up its efficiency with a 
new ultra-modern fire trück which 
arrived,this week. The new John 
Bean Combination truck is equip- 
ped with a'high pressure volume 
which, will reduce the water dam- 
age to property. 

"This is something new in fire- 
fighting, equipment in this see- 
tion,” Fire Chief "Marvin Levins 
said in commenting on. the new. 
truck. 

"The high pressure volume pro- 
duces a fog which cuts down on the 
amount of water necessary to ex- 
tinguish.a fire. An ordinary fire 
whith would require some 200 gal- 
lons of water сап be extinguistied 
with two or three gallons with the - 
hew fog method." 

He éstimates the new method 
will cut water damage,as much as 
50 per cent. 

In addition to the high pressure 
pump the truck has a booster pump 
with a capacity of 500 gallons of 
water per minute. ; ei.

$12,569,200 distributed during the 
previous fiscal year. Each county

The total received by each coun- 
ty since the tax went into effect in 
1931-32 is $2,642,648. The first 
check received by each county for 
1931-32 was $9,226,

Travel Tax Will 
Be Reduced Ву U. 5. 


Congressman Paul G. Rogers of 
West Palm Beach said today that 
he was pleased that the tax now 
placed on personal transportation 
would be reduced and eventually 
repealed. His. remarks were based 
on the House of Representatives 
accepting the Conference Report 
on the 1962 Tax Rate Extension 
Act. 

Under present: law, personal 
transportation taxes equal 10 per- 
cent of the fare. The legislation 
approved by the House would to- 
tally repeal the 10 percent tax on 
all forms of transportation except 

air travel after November 15, 1962. 
The tax on airline tickets would be 
reduced to 5'percent on that date, 
until June 30, 1963, at which time 
it too would be repealed. These 
taxes were imposed during World 
War II to discourage unnecessary 
travel. 

Rogers introduced legislation to 
repeal these taxes and saíd he was 
particularly pleased to see, that 
provisions of his bills were incorp- 
orated in this final legislation. 

Rogers said, "As а Represent- 
ative from the State of. Florida, 
where the economy of our State is 
dependent on _ economical, rapid 
transportation, I am very pleased 
to see these tax revisions. They will 
result in lower travel fares, which 

[can only encourage more transpor- 
tation to our State". 

. This legislation, now adopted by 

both the House and the Senate, is 
now. awaiting Presidential signa- ^ 
jture before becoming law.
